Before anything 
possible could b« done to avert the colli* 
sion, the steamer crashed into the 
schooner just abaft of the fore rigging, 
cutting a big hole in her, which extended 
far below the water line. 


Those of the crew who escaped were

Paine Rays tbe weather waa clear at the 
time of the collision and that tbe schoon- 
er's jib or forestay sail obscured her 
lights so it w»s impossible to nee her from 
the <iteamer until too late to avoid u col- 
lision. Tho BarnsUble was not injured.

His Home Was Starched and Several 


Pairs were Found. Said He Knew 


Nothing of the Sale. Cases Con- 


tinued Till Friday. 


Joseph Stephens, who has pleaded 


guilty to the charge of malicious mischief 
in tampering with the boiler and engine 
of N. L. Millard & Co.'a shoe factory, was 
accused this morning of the larceny of 
shoes. The cases of malicious mischief 
and larceny were both continued until 
Friday morning, Stephens being ordered 
held in the lockup until then under fTOO 
bail, $500 in the first and $200 in the 
second charge. 


Chief Kendall and Officer Mack are 


gaining some glory in this case, though 
the case is not a pleasant one to them. 
They are keenly aware that in such cases 
the defendant's family suffers more than 
he. It is strange the way in which it was 
discovered that there was reason to sus- 
pect Stephens of larceny. It happened in 
an accidental way. A man approached 
Officer Mack yesterday morning after 
court time and said to him, -'That was a 
good catch yon made yesterday. Wouldn't 
you like to make another!" The officer, 
of course, replied sues things were what 
he was on duty for and then the man 
told the tale that wBS exciting him. He 
said that he believed Stephens had been 
stealing shoes as weB as tampering with 
engines, and he told the officer that the 
arrested man had just sold a pair to a man 
named Hewitt. The officer located Hew- 
itt and found the informer was light. 
Hewitt admitted he had bought a pair of 
shoes from Stephens and had paid fl for 
them. The officer demanded the shoes 
and got them, but not without Hewitt 
expressing the hope that he wouldn't be 
out a dollar in the deal. Of course the 
officer could not guarantee him against 
loss. Mr. Mack took the shoes he had 
gotten 
from 
Hewitt 
to the 
office 


of N. L. Millard; & Co., and showed 
them to Mr. Milliard, who indentured 
them as shoes made in his factory. It was 
the desire then to get out a search war- 
rant immediately and have Stephen's 
home on Eagle street searched. Mr. 
Mack would not give way to this because 
that step he believed lay with his superior 
and Mr. Kendall was at that time in Pitts- 
field. The matter rested until Chief 
Kendall returned inline Evening and then 
steps were taken. Hie proper documents 
were secured and Stephens' home was 
searched. Several pairs of shoes were 
found, only one of which had not been 
worn. 


Stephens was confronted last night with 


the shoes that had been found at his 
home. Ha said he -bought all of them 
but one pair and that pair he would not 
account for. He knew nothing of them, 
he said, nor anything about the sale of 
the pair to Hewitt. He did not say he 
bought the shoes, which he claimed he 
had purchased, from the office of the fac- 
tory, but rather gave the impression he 
bought them from others. 
It would ap- 


pear that Stephens had 'gained honest 
possession of most of the shoes for the 
warrant only charges him with the lar- 
ceny of one pair. 


At court today the question was whether 
to allow Stephens to plead toboth charges 
before the grand jury or have the case of 
larceny tried in this court. Stephens' 
counsel are Lawyers Farkhurst and Phelps. 
M. E. Conch appears for the common- 
wealth. Mr. Parkhurst stated he would 
like to have Stephens tried in this court 
on the charge of larceny. He believes the 
man is not guilty of larceny and would 
like to have this court find that. The 
commonwealth is not ready to try the 
case and so it had to be continued. Friday 
was set as acceptable day to all parties. 


Mrs. Stephens, who is a very respectable 


woman, is at present very ill and under 
medical care.

WORKMANJdLLED. 


A Shocking Fatality 
in 
the 


Hoosac Tunnel Yester- 


day Afternoon. 


MANGLED BY A PASSENGER TRAIN. 


Another Added to the Long List of Tun- 


nel Casualties. How the Accident 


Occurred. Death Must Have 


Been Instantaneous 


A fatal accident occurred in the Hoosac 


tunnell yesterday afternoon about 2.30 
o'clock. The unfortunate man was Den- 
nis O'Leary, forty years of age of 112 
South Church street. 


Mr. O'Leary was one of the men em- 


ployed in a section gang under foreman 
James Fltzsimmons. The gang went into 
the tunnel at 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
and as is customary, remained there dur- 
ing the dinner hour. The men, seven in 
number, were employed on the track 
about 5000 feet from the west portal. For 
a time previous to the accident O'Leary 
had been carrying a large torch and had 
been in the company of the foreman. 
A 


work train had pulled in on the west, 
bound track and O'Leary was with the 
foreman a short distance away. 
The ap- 


proach of the east bound passenger train, 
which left the depot at 2.22 o'clock, was 
noticed by the workmen, who stepped 
one side to 
avoid it. 
The smoke 


was unusually 
thick in the tunnel 


just 
at 
that 
moment 
and 
It 


was because of this, probably, that the 
man met his death. It is surmised that 
he mistook the approaching headlight of 
the slowly moving passenger train for 
that of the work train, for he stepped 
from tbe west-bound track onto the east- 
bound track aa if to get away from the 
work train. When the passenger train 
had proceeded on its way the foreman 
called to O'Leary to bring on the torch. 
There was no response to his call, and the 
foreman, who went forward 19 learn the 
reason, found O'Leory's body lying be- 
tween the east-bound track and the side 
of the tunnel. 
The body was horribly 


mangled and death must have been in- 
stantaneous. 


Medical Examiner Brown was notified. 


He responded in a few moments to the 
call. He gave as his verdict that the man 
had met his death by being struck by an 
engine. Undertaker Comisky took the 
body in charge and removed it to his 
undertaking rooms on North Church 
street. 


The body waa badly mutilated. The 


right leg was broken at the knee, the left 
leg below the knee was crushed into a 
jelly, the»right arm was broken, the head 
cut and the chest and back were badly 
jammed. 


Mr. O'Leary hod been employed in the 


tunnel on similar work for the past four 
years and was a faithful and steady em- 
ploye. He if survived by a wife, who re- 
sides at the home recently purchased by 
him on South Church street. 


AN OLD VETERAN. 


Returns From 
the Soldiers' Home at 


Chelsea to Familiar Scenes. 


Joseph B. Brown returned to North Ad- 


ams a few Weeks ago from the Soldiers' 
home at Chelsea and is now stopping at 
the home of Mrs. W. B. Walden in the 
Beardon block on Bank street. He went 
to the home a little over a year ago and 
he speaks of the institution in words of 
the highest praise. He says the officers are 
very kind and every man is treated as well 
as he could be at home. Good food Is pro- 
vided in great variety, no work is required 
and there is connected with the home a 
good hospital for tbe sick, who are at- 
tended by skillful and kindly surgeons. 
There is a library of 2600 volumes and 
many daily papers are contributed by 
publishers, 
so 
there 
is 
no 
lack 


of 
good 
reading. 
There 
is 
a 


large tract of land over which the 
soldiers ore permitted to roam at will, and 
as this tract commands a view of Boston 
harbor it is a most delightful spot. To 
leave the grounds and go into the city H is 
necessary to have a pass, but Mr. Brown 
says that any one who will behave him- 
self can get a pass at any time. There is a 
large smoking room with free pipes and 
tobacco, and a place where cards, billiards 
and pool may be indulged in. The laun- 
dry is an important feature of the institu- 
tion and the greatest neatness is main- 
tained in all departments of the home. 
No liquor is allowed except for medicinal 
purposes, and If any inmate brings liquor 
to the place he is dishonorably dis- 
charged. 


Mr. Brown served three years in the 


army and was discharged at Richmond. 
Ya., at the close of the war in 1S65. He 
enlisted In this town in Co. B, 34th Massa- 
chusetts infantry. Co/ B was commanded 
when the regiment went to the front by 
Capt A. Potter, now Col. Potter of this 
town. Mr". Brown speaks highly of Col 
Potter as an officer. 
He says he main- 


tained strict discipline, bnt was very kind 
to bis men and was well liked by them. 


Mr. Brown lived here before going to 


the war and most of the time since ho 
was discharged his home baa been in this 
town. For eleven years he took cure of 
the late William B. Walden, who was an 
invalid. Mr. Brown was out of health 
when he went to the Soldiers' home, and 
for some time he was in the hospi- 
tal there. 
He feels that he knows 


all 
about 
the 
institution 
and he 


aannot speak too highly of it. He lays 
some think it is about like going to state 
prison to go there, but this is a great mis- 
take. It is a home in the true sense of tbe 
word and an institution that the state 
may well be proud of. The inmates are 
not made to feel that they are the recip- 
ients of charity, but ore given to under- 
stand that tbe home belongs to them and 
that they are there not by favor, but by 
right. 


Mr. Brown has secured a pension und 


when he left the home he took » dis 
charge, but he thinks he shall return. He 
took a discharge instead of a furlough 
that he might select his own time for re- 
turning, but has no notion of remaining 
away permanently. Any old soldiers or 
their Mends who desire accurate infor- 
mation regarding (he home will do well 
to talk with Mr. Brown, who will be glad 
to tell them all they wish to know 
about it

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I have been in 


tbe south less than three weeks, yet I 
have grown lazy. For a number of days 
the mercury has stood seventy and up- 
wards. Wonderful! 


"'Sweet day, so pure, so calm, so bright, 


The bridal of the earth and sky." 


I have so much in my mind to say that I 


hardly know where to begin. I made the 
journey from Chicago, 1100 miles, in the 
day time, stopping at Cincinnatic, Chatta- 
nooga, Atlanta and Jacksonville. A great 
part of the way we passed vast regions of 
country barren of vegetation and, to all 
appearance, having but little life. From 
Chattanooga south we were to travel on 
trains called flyers. We never could have 
overtaken Byrant's water fowl had he 
been en route. When we ran we made 
good time, but there being but one track 
and all trains behind time, the day wore 
into night before Atlanta was reached. 
We made all the stations and I am glad 
we did. Many places on the route had 
only from four to twelve houses, yet, as it 
was the day before Christmas, all the 
blacks and poor whites trom all the region 
were in town. 


With hardly an exception the blacks 


were well dressed, (those that were 
dressed), bnt from cotton bales and be- 
hind stumps little specimens, showing 
nothing but curly heads as the train 
moves away, appear from their hiding 
places with not much more covering than 
a fig leaf.

Two 
poor white girls in the mountains of East 
Tennessee wanted to get some education, 
and had worked for two years and got to- 
gether f 12 each to appear in decent cloth- 
Ing and to pay a small sum for books. 
They walked miles to the academy to be 
told 
that there was no room for 


them—not a seat, not a stool: and 
these girls with weeping eyes went 
back to their old life. Something wrong 
here, an within less than two days' jour- 
ney from Chicago and its great university 
that has received within leas than one 
year gifts amounting to almost four mil- 
lions.

England does not hate Americans and 


the United States. She may desire to 
gobble ns up piece-meal, bnt she doesn't 
djslike as for that—in fact, she would pre- 
fer us .to be good and sit well on her 
world-filled stomach. 


England, too, appreciates a generous 


people and concedes that Americans are 
such. Aa evidence of this one of the 
official organs of the government, the 
London Standard, which has been very 
bitter in the Venezuelan matter, yester- 
d»y printed the following complimentary 
editorial of the American people, and its 
importance lies in the fact that it is prob- 
ably the sentiment of tbe English cabi- 
net. The Standard said: 


Urged by friendly public opinion in the 


United States to place before the world 
as noon as may be the British case as re- 
gards the controversy with Venezuela,the 
Cabinet on Saturday decided to respond 
to this amicable invitation by publishing 
the material ducuments in its possession 
bearing thereon. 


Of 4ar more Interest to the English peo- 


ple than the problems to be faced in South 
Africa or the relations of this country 
with any other power, are its relations 
with the United States, and we gladly 
take the opportunity of bearing testimony 
to the magnanimous attitude of the Amer- 
ican nation toward ns at a moment when 
communities less generous thought ap- 
parently that a favorable opportunity had 
arisen for adopting toward ns a tone of in- 
sult, if not of menace. 


Jqstcad of fking advantage of the aug- 
mentation of onr anxieties and the tem- 
porary multiplication of our assailants, 
the American people, with a spirit that 
doe« them honor, and which is apprecl- 
ated«by DS, have not only attained from 
endravorlog to add to our perplexities, 
but where they did not actually offer us 
their sympathy they have maintained an 
honorable, courteous reserve. 


•That is conduct worthy of them, and it 
has not unnaturally inspired the English 
novernment with a desire to meet our 
kinsfolk across the Atlantic in a friendly 
spirit. 


Lord Salisbury, as we announce else- 
where, has decided not to wait for the 
meeting of parliament, bnt will publish 
as soon as they can be got ready all the 
document* in his possession bearing upon 
the disputed boundary between British 
Gr.iana and Venezuela. As we have said, 
the attitude ol the people of the United 
State* during the put week has mater- 
ially influenced tbe prime minister's de- 
cl*igo,juat as it has quickened the feeling 
of friendship entertained by Englishmen 
for those who speak their tongue and 
shara their literature on the other side of 
tbe ocean. 


The maintenance of friendly relations

KEPT ON THE MOVE. 


Cubans Hare Some lively Brushes 


With Spanish Troops, 


Insurgents Have the Ken but 


Lack Equipments. 


They Art No* A'most Within Striking Di» 


lanes of Habana. 


HADANA, Jan. H.—Word received from 


the eastern provinces indicates that the m- 
Hiirgent lenders Bubi, Joss Macco, Chongo 
Rivero and others, with their bands from 
the district of Sjucti Spnlbas and Reme- 
dies, aud the uanda of OnrriHo and Jose 
Aguire, have united with the bond, of 
Bago at Yiajaca In the dietriot of Reme- 
dies, province of Santa Clara. 
Their 


course seems to be westward. 


The Insurgents operating In Habana 


and Pinar del Rio have burned the village 
of Salud nnd have partially burned the 
village of Qnivican, and then marched to- 
ward Bejuoal and burned ou the way a 
freight train and destroyed the engine. 
They then attacked the town of Bejuoal, 
the garrison of which made a heroic re- 
sistance for flvo hours. At the end of that 
time, it is reported, the ingnrgents re- 
treated, but before they went they plun- 
dered some stores in outlvjng streets, and 
they also burned some houses and the 
depot. The course of the insurgents is 
now southward again. 


Governor 
Rodcisuez San Pedro of 


Pmnr del Rio, in company with 15 oivll 
guards, was attacked by a band of 80 in- 
surgents, who were, however, repulsed, 
while the governor galloped to Colama. 


A bund oC 300 insurgents are reported to 


be moving at Lncumbre, near Matanzas. 


The leader luglesito has burned the 


fields of the plantation of Caridnda, a* 
well as the houses in the vicinity. 


Close to the Capital. 


Clouds of smoke were seen arising yes- 


terday afternoon in the direction of the 
village of Vegas, near San Francisco de 
Pniila, a small town only about five miles 
from here. This was followed by a red 
glare, showing-that a great flre was in 
progress in that direction. The alarm 
spread once more throughout tho city, 
and tho report was again circulated that 
the Insurgents were approaching. 


But this was as nothing to the feeling of 


terror which came over the more timid 
portion of the population when a still 
larger flre was seen to have broken ont. 
This time it was made out that the town 
of San Francisco de Paula had been set 
fire to by the insurgents, and the alarm 
Increased, although the authorities pro- 
fessed to sneer at the matter, claiming 
that the Ares were only the work of a few 
beaten and retreating insurgents who hod 
been driven to desperation. 


In spite of these assurances, and tha 


statement that the Spanish generals have 
for three days past been aware of tho 
whereabouts of Maximo Gomez, and com- 
pletely ignore his presence near Habana, it 
Is claimed that the troops must be very 
busily engaged elsewhere for the insur- 
gents to be able to burn a town and a 
village within sight of Habana, and jet 
remain unattacked by the government 
forces. 


The Kreatest 'apprehension here is felt 


for the safety of the waterworks which 
supply Habana. 
They are situited at 


Vento, about five miles from this eity, 
and less than that distance from San 
Francisco de Paula, reported to have been 
burned yesterday afternoon by the insur- 
gents. 
Ii Habana Safe t 


The friends of the insurgents have re- 


peatedly asserted that they expect a popu- 
lar demonstration in their favor to be 
made in this city as soon as they arrive 
in sight of Habana. But they are now 
practically in sight of thin city, and yet 
there are no signs of an uprising, and the 
authorities claim that there Is absolutely 
no danger of such an outbreak. Every 
measure which it is possible to take for 
the defense of the c|ty and in order to pro- 
tect property has been taken. In addition 
to the military, volunteers and civil 
guards, all the different branches of busi- 
ness have organized special corps of men 
who will take part in the defense of Ha- j 
bana agaiust an enemy from without or ! 
within. 
I 


Of coarse, the insurgents in small bands 


may succeed in approaching still nearer 
to Habana, the Spanish authorities ad- 
mit, nnd the military men insist that (they 
have completed their plans to drive tho 
insurgents out; of this province, and they 
seem to pay little or no attention to the 
movements of the enemy about Habaoa, 
relying upon the stroiis garrison, power- 
ful forts and tho warships to defeat any 
attempt to make a dash into this city. 


Campos Worried. 


Although the Spanish authorities are 


miking lhe best of the situation, it is 
known that General Campos is very much 
disheartened at the turn events have 
taken during the past six weeks, and 
rumor succeeds rumor, day by day. of his 
probable letirement; from the command 
of the Spani&h forties here, if not his re- 
turn to Spam Ho attributes a great deal 
o£ the success oE the enemy to their su- 
periority in moving quickly from point to 
point, and is still confident that if he is 
supplied with a sufficient number of cav- 
alry regiments he will be able to eventu* 
ally put down the insurrection. 


This, however, is a hopeful view of the 


situation, which is not taken by all 
thoughtful people, and tha adherent!! of 
the Spanish government nre anxiously 
longing to hear of a decisive victory for 
the Spaniards and of the arrival of fur- 
ther ru-Giiforcements from Spain. 


Tho insurgents, according to report, now 


have as many men as they want, but 
they are still sadly in nerd of arms aud 
ammuuitinu with which to equip them. 
That is now suid to bo the main difficulty 
under which the insurgents are laboring 
and the feature of their campaign which is 
the most difficult to overcome. 
It is 


known, however, that they are receiving 
support in many quarters hitherto opposed 
to them, and they are expecting tha ar- 
rival of supplies on the northern coast of 
tho province of Fiuiir del Bio, where 
Garcia recently lauded ut the head of an 
expedition. 


The insurgents, it is further stated, 


have sent large sums of money, through 
secret agents, to the United States for the 
purpoi-j of purchasing arms uud ammuni- 
tion needed, the money having been raised 
in different ways, from planters and 
others during their triumphant march 
from Santiago de Cuba to Pinar del Bio 
But this equipping of a small army 
naturally takes considerable tune, aud on 
this ground tho assertion is made that 
tbero is no prospect of uu immediate at- 
tack upon Hubana.

Allen upon :i charge of ciubezzlement. 


From $70,000, tha sum of money which 


he 
i-> alleged to linve misused, it has 


mounted up tu the enormous figure of 
over $200,000. The figures arc absolutely 
startling to tho people of this place and 
the former friends ot Captain Allen, who 
find it impossible to realm: where their 
townsman was able to obtain so much 
capital. 


Tho most interesting; disclosure Is the 


manner in which Captain Allen confesses 
to his relatives to have deliberately ustd 
tbe money which vms placed in his trust 
by his> aunt, Mrs. f lanuah Allen of Bos- 
ton, upoa the death of George C. Leacli, 
tho formor trustee, sonio five or six years 
•go. 


Mrs. Hannah Alien Is nt tlia present 


time living in Boston. Sho is the widow 
of Captain Benjamin L. Allen, a former 
resident of Manchester, who made a f>nug 
fortune as a mariner and shipowner. 


About Altan'* Money. 


Benjamin L. Allen died a number of 


years ago, and at the time of his death his 
fortune amounted to about $30,000. Ho 
left this money to bis wife Hannah, and 
It was placed in the care of President 
George U. Leach of the People's National 
bank of Bozbnry, who was appointed 
trustee with the lull power to act for Mrs. 
Allen. 


Under the careful and skillful manage- 


ment of the president of the People's Na- 
tional bank the money almost trebled it- 
self, and at the time of his death, in 1889, 
U said to have amounted to almost $90,000. 


Just previous to the death of Mr. Leach, 


Captain Allen had been eutrustedjwith the 
trusteeship ot the Roberts estates. Hit- 
tors seemed to be coming his way just at 
that time, for in addition to tho Roberta 
estates he was chosen trustee of Mrs. Al- 
den's property^ ns successor to Mr. Leach. 


It is learned that as soon as Captain 


Allen became possessed of his aunt's 
money he hired a safe deposit vault upon 
Milk street In Boston, in which he im- 
mediately placed his new trust. He made 
frequent visits to the vault from that 
time, and at eaah visit the sum of money 
In stocks and other securities grew beau- 
tifully less. 


It was proven beyond a possibility ot 


doubt that of the immense amount of 
money given In his care for his aunt in 
188V but a few thousand remained. 


When confronted with the evidence ol 


his misdoing, and asked to explaiu mat- 
ters, Captain Allen admitted that he had 
expended {60,000 of his aunt's money in 
unlucky speculation. 


This adds $60,000 to the $70,000 more al- 


leged to have been taken from estates of 
the Roberts children, aud it is now fur- 
ther stated that he lost $81,000 more from 
tho estate of the Widow Roberts, which 
was also placed In his keeping. This part 
of the story is not absolutely verified. 


Bond.mra'1 Bad Plight. 


But little less pitiable than the plight of 


Captain John Allen is that in which the 
two men who went his bond. When he 
became trustee for the Roberts estate he 
was required to sign a bond for $110,000. 


Mr. Allen was the trustee for two of 


the children, and Henry C. Batchelder, 
cashier of tho Mercantile bunk of Salem, 
was trustee for the other two, one boy and 
»Rirl.

Nehemiah C. Marshall, a retired furni- 


ture dealer, and a man who is generally 
laved 
in 
this community; 
Samuel 


Knights, another prominent and well-to- 
do citizen, together with the Widow Rob- 
erts, who was then living, went on Cap- 
tain Allen's bond. 


It Is said that Marshall and Knights 


signed the bond to the amount of $50,000 
each, and the widow Roberts for $10,000. 
This Is disputed by the Marshalls, who say 
that each of the three signed the bond for 
an equal amount. 


Mrs. Roberts is dead, and her estate was 


willed to the children, and formed a part 
of thnt which was held in trust by Messrs. 
Allen aud Batchelder. Mr. Marshall is 
placed in a terrible position. The earnings 
of a lifetime will be swept away by this 
terrible blow, and the gray hairs of the 
old gentleman may have no roof to 
shelter them which he can call his own. 
He has a wifo nnd a family of eevoral 
grown-up children. 


Mr. Knights is placed in a position.al- 


most ni bad. Ho has been a thrifty busi- 
ness man, and one of the leading spirits 
of the town for many years. If he is com- 
putlud to redeem his bond to the full ex- 
tent, he will be almost impoverished.

Another- Letter* Written In 1842,' 


Throws Light on the Subject. 


The Transvaal War Scare Has 


Abated Somewhat. 


Germany Did Not 'Mean to Threaten War 


Against England.

fnent 1ms be-on brought to light upon the 
Venezuelan question, mmicly, the text of 
K letter from Lord Aberdeen, then British 
secretary for foreign affairs, to M. Fos- 
felqno. who was at that time the represen- 
tative of Venezuela lit London, which was 
written nt i he time the posts which linfl 
been set to murk the Suhnmburgk line 
were removed in compliance with the pro- 
test ot Venezuela. This letter will doubt- 
less be given a conspicuous part in the 
forthcoming Blue BuoU, ns it is known 
that the government attached much Im- 
portance to it. 


Whilo It is admitted that in a letter 


dated March go, 1844, Lord Aberdeen 
stated that in removing the posts Great 
Britain hud not ceded any rights, it was 
contended that un document was in ex- 
istence making any sucli contention at 
the time Great Britain had ordered the re- 
moval, aud ttmt the removal was a tuclt 
ac]mis«ion that the Schomnurgk line was 
wrong. Following is the letter, the au- 
thenticity of which is unquestionable:

The undersigned, etc., ftas the honor to 


acknowledge receipt of a note addressed to 
him on thi Wth inst. by M. Poatiqne, 
etc., representing the alarm and, excitement 
which have been created in Venezuela on ao- 
cmlnt of the marks fixed by Mr. Schomburgh 
at different points in his survey near the 
month of the Orinoco, and renewing his re- 
quest that her majesty's government will 
order the1 rp7-ioval of those murks. 


The undersigned beRi to inform M. Fos- 


tique iu reply that, m order to meet the 
wishes of the government of Venezuela, her 
majesty's sovorument will ooud instructions 
to the governor of British Guiana, directing 
him to rtniove the posts which hnve been 
placed by Mr. Schomburgk near the Orinoco. 


But the undersigned feels it Ills duty to dis- 


tinctly declare to M. Fosttoue that, although 
in order to put an end to the apprehension 
which appears to prevail in Venezuela with 
regard to the object of Mr. Schomburgk'* sur- 
vey, the undersigned has consented to comply 
with the renewed representations of M. Foa- 
tlque upon this affair. Her majesty's govern- 
ment must not be understood to abandon any 
portion of the right of Great Britain over the 
territory which was formerly held by the 
Dutch in Guiana.

Mewipaper Feellnc. 


This letter is regarded here as an answer 


to the contentions of Henry Norman, 
Bpeolftl commissioner ot The Chronicle, 
who first gave the English public, through 
his paper, documents which seemed to in- 
validate the claim of the Schomburgk line 
as a true boundary line. But it Is to be 
observed that Mr. Norman and the Vene- 
zuelan government, also, have not claimed 
that in removing the boundary posts Great 
Britain abandoned any portion other rights 
"over th« territory which was formerly 
held by the Dutch In Guiana," but simply 
that she hod abandoned the Schomburgk 
line as marking the llriiH of that territory. 


An editorial W- The Times this morn- 


Ing suggests that "a strong hint from the 
United States to President Crespo would 
be opportune to convince him of the gro- 
tesqueness of the idea that America will 
support any demands Venezuela chooses 
to make. England, says The Times, is 
willing- for a direct settlement. 
But 


Venezuela must tafie the initiative. The 
obvious c.urse IB fdr Venezuela to ask tho 
United States to place her once more In 
communication with Great Britain. 


If President Cleveland acceded to such 


a request, it would go far to restore the 
feelings of amity that subsisted between 
England and the United States prior to 
his message. 
We are gratified at the 


spirit displayed by 'America in the face of 
Germany's attitude, and ii is remarkably 
encouraging that'* Washington sought 
England's good offices in the Transvaal. 


The Chronicle gays: There is reason to 


believe that England will endeavor to re- 
sume negotiations with Venezuela on the 
basis of ft consideration of the rights to 
the settled districts lying between British 
Guiana and Venezuela. The question of 
the actual line of demarcation would be 
made subordinate to preliminary investi- 
gations as to the settlement. 


England and Germany. 


It seems pretty well established In the 


public mind that Emperor William did 
uot mean to threaten war upon England 
by his message of sympathy to President 
Krnger, and the reports which were circu- 
lated a few days ago of a European alli- 
ance hack of Germany and against Eng- 
land find little further credence. 
It seems to be accepted that the German 


emperor simply intended to express his 
own opinion of the Jameson raid in that 
message, and the temporary sentiment of 
Irritation which it caused him. This is 
the general feeling, apparently, of the pub- 
lic mind, and those organs of public 
opinion which are in touch with the gov- 
ernment have undoubtedly 
sought to 


deepen this impression. 


But this still leaves unexplained the 


since contradicted assertion that the Ger- 
man government did not apply to Portu- 
gal for permission to pass marines through 
Portuguese territory at Delagoa Bay to 
the Transvaal, nor does it explain the un- 
flagging preparation of war materials and 
equipments of war forces in England. 


Of more farce seems the argument of 


some newspapers that the wavering sup- 
port of Russia and France has admonished 
the German war lord that the Interpreta- 
tion put upon his message by England 
lias put him into a hazardous position. 


Whether this or some other considera- 


tion has altered the situation, it is certain 
that the diplomatic agents of all the gov- 
ernments of Europe have been kept busy 
in the last few weeks, and it is believed 
that the full result of thoir labors is not 
yet known. 


That England has had a vision of the 


destruction of the "balance of power" iu 
Europe, with herself in the descending 
scale, is certain. 
Whether she has made 


other strokes in the hidden field of diplo- 
macy besides her formidable show of naval 
force is not yet known. 


The first feeling of assurance over the 


better situation of the relations with Ger- 
many is met by notes of warning that 
there are still possible seeds for mush ran- 
cor and danger in the situation in the 
Transvaal, nud that the Venezuelan ques- 
tion is, after all, uot yet settled, nor any 
basis agreed upon lor its settlement. 


Interest ID the great naval preparations, 


however, continue to absorb the public 
mind. 
A report which bos been circu- 


lated to tho effect that the governnwnt in- 
tends to moblHza the volunteer forces was 
denied last night, but it is certain that ap- 
peals from the war office have recently 
been s«nt by circular to the commanders 
of all the volnnteeer regiments, asking 
them to return the probable number of 
volunteer that could be mobilized, and to 
etnte the arrangement* that would b» 
necessary for doing so. 


At Woolwich, also, the great arsenal, 


covering 100 acres of ground, is receiving 
constant additions to its great store of 
naval material, and the activity in all de- 
partments there is unabated. The tor- 
jedo factory is increasing its output*, and 
~ " " 


tho men in that deportment are working 
many hours overtime. 


The torpedoes, as fast ai they are manu- 


factured, are dispatched to Portsmouth 
and 
Dover—the former the rr'noinal 


naval station of England, with a fortified 
harbor that will float the whole ot Un- 
English navy, and the latter th« chief 
port of communication between England 
arid the continent. The government in- 
tends, it is announced, to hnve these well 
supplied with torpedo boats and with tor- 
pedo destroyers. 


One feature of tho war scare which is

PENSIONS AND SILVER. 


The Topics Discussed In the National Nous* 


and Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The house, after 


devoting an hour to the consideration ot 
business reported from the District of 
Columbia committee yesterday, took up 
the pension appropriation bill. 


The general debate on the bill consumed 


the day." W A. Stone (Pa.), in charge of 
the bill, explained its provisions, Mr. 
Gruff (Ills.) offered the amendment aban- 
doned by the committee, inhibiting tho 
suspension of pensions for frBTid until tho 
fraud had been proved In a United States 
court, and Mr. Bnrtlett (N. Y.) opposed 
the proposed extension of the dependent 
net of 1890. by the removal of the inhibi- 
tion oC widows' pensions until they had 
proved their dependence upon their daily 
labor for support. He estimated that the 
proposed extension would add 50,000 names 
to the pension rolls. 


Senator Morgan's speech on the silver 


bond bill was the event in the senate yes- 
terday, although a sharp personal col- 
loquy between Mr. Hill, Mr. Pritchard 
and Mr. Butler enlivened the early hours. 
Mr. Morgan frequently addressed himself 
personally to Mr. Sherman, who sat 
across the aisfe, and for two hours ar- 
raigned the Ohio senator for the series of 
financial acts with which he Is identified. 
At times Mr. Morgan was bitterly per- 
sonal. He referred to Mr. Sherman as the 
Napoleon of finance, who was near his 
Waterloo, and who would be consigned to 
St. Helena. In the main, however, the 
speech was a scholarly presentation of the 
•liver question. Mr. Hill's colloquy with 
the two North Carolina senators brought 
out considerable discussion of the New 
York senator's political consistency, and 
was amusing to the crowded galleries. 


Justice May Be Beaten. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Jan. 14.—The trials 


of the directors of the banks have been 
postponed until the May term of the su- 
preme court. An English judge will have 
to be brought here to try them, owing to 
the local judges all having had money in 
the banks. The necessary steps toward 
procuring nn English judge eannot be 
taken until the legislature meets in April 
to pass a law to give him jurisdiction. 
The opinion prevails here now that the 
trials will never take place. 


Compelled to Steal. 


YANKTON, S. D., Jan. 14.—Within the 


past week 200 citizens of Boyd county, 
Neb., whose families were suffering from 
cold, invaded tho Fort Randall military 
reservation and cut all the timber. Tho 
custodian, of the garrison telegraphs that 
they will probably destroy and carry off 
the buildings within a day or two. 


Of Interest to All. 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 14.—The foreign min- 


ister of Sweden has seut a notice to Rus- 
sia,' Denmark, Great Britain and the 
United States with reference to the pro- 
jected balloon voyage to the North pole of 
Professor Andree, asking the co-operation 
of the countries whose territories have 
coast on the polar seas, and they have also 
asked these countries to distribute thou- 
sands of leaflets asking for information 
from anyone who may chance to secure 
one of the time the balloon is seen and 
the direction of the wind at the time.

RATHER DISCOURAGING. 


Turkish Edict Which Appears to Be Directed 


Against the Red Cross, 


. WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. — The Turkish 
legation gave out yesterday the following 
official communication: 


The imperial government will not per- 


mit any distribution unions his subjects 
iu his own territory by any foreign society 
or individuals, however respectable the 
same may be (as for instance the Bed 
Cross society), on money collected abroad. 
Such interference no independent govern- 
ment has ever allowed, especially when 
the collections are made on the strength of 
speeches delivered in public meetings by 
irreconcilable enemies of the Turkish raca 
and religion, and on the basis of false ac- 
cusations that Turkey repudiates. 


Besides, the sublime porte is mindful of 


the interests of its subjects, and distin- 
guishing between the real state of things 
and the calumnies and wild exaggera- 
tions of intcri'sted or fanatical parties, 
will, as it has done heretofore, under its 
own legitimate control, alleviate the 
wants of nil Turkish subjects, living in 
certain provinces, irrespective of creed or 
race. 


Temporary Peace. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 14.—After days of nego- 


tiating, the dissensions iu the ranks of the 
government have been patched up. Sir 
Charles Tupper, Sr., the Canadian high 
commissioner to Great Britain, has en- 
tered the cabinet, and all oC the several 
bolting ministers, with the exception of 
Sir Charles Tupper. Jr., have been rein- 
stated. Sir Charles, Sr., accepted a port- 
folio on condition that all of the seven, 
ministers, with the exception of his sou, 
should be received into the cabinet. All 
that now remains to be decided is the 
length of Premier Bowoll's terra of office. 
He Is conscious that the ministers aud the 
rank and file ot the Conservative party 
have no confidence in his leadership. He 
desires to KMtgn within two weeks, but it 
is probable that the ministers, with a
